Toronto— (CUP) — First steps in 
the erection of a Memorial Union 
building were taken by the Toron- 
to Students Council last week. 

The Council passed a resolution 
to investigate all. ways and means 
in which money can be raised. 
Plans include a campaign among 
students and graduates. 

If the university agrees to such 
a proposal for a campaign. It 
would be a commitment from the 
administration on its approval of 
a co-educational union on the 
campus 1 . 

A report made last year by nn 
expert in such unions stressed that 
It is the responsibility of the ad 
ministration "to provide adequate 
facilities for extra-curricular ac 
tivities for all students." 

The Student Union Committee 
hopes to raise money both from 
the student body and the graduates. 
In order to interest the grads, it 
was suggested, Wednesday, that In 
addition to office space for the 
Council, the proposed union would 
contain offices for the Alumni As- 
sociation, and accommodation for 
graduates.

Review of the Annual Report 



Every year the University issues a report 
On its state of affairs. The report is a - concise 
•tatement and summary of the various stages 
of activity of the University. It is addressed 
to the Governor-General, who numbers among 
his official positions that of .Visitor of McGill 
University. He is nsked by the Principal, 
"To receive, in accordance with the terms 
of the Royal Charter of the University, the 
following Annual Report covering its activ- 
ities during the one hundred and thirtieth 
year since its foundation." 

The report lists the benefactors and their 
benefactions, members of the staff, and other 
similar bodies. 

One of the mod interesting of the sections 
lists in great detail the number of students 
belonging to'varions religions. Actually there 
is a listing of students under thirty-five dif- 
ferent hendnigs. It is interesting to note that 
fifty-six students are listed as "No religion," 
while two-hundred and forty-two come under 
the heading, "Not stated." The geographical 
distribution of the students shows that this 
year almost sixty per cent of the total en- 
rollment stems from Montreal. But the fact 
hat "almost one-third of the total chose to 
come to McGill from other Canadian pro- 
vinces and from countries beyond our borders 
in spite of the fact that in the case of each 
one of them there were many ncatlemic in- 
stitutions neater to their homes" is further 
f indication of the well-known international 
reputation of this University. 

The report is an important document to all 
concerned with the future of this institution; 
For, it is here, that the Principal in his ir 
-duct ion sels forth many of the policic 
University. In it are contained brief discus- 
sions of many recent decisions as well as 




glimpses of contemplated moves for- the fu- 
ture. 

One decision that concerned most students 
was the recent fee raise. The statistics- oh 'this 
matter are interesting. At present the esti- 
mated deficit for the coming year is $449,000 
and this will be more than met by the federal . 
grant to. McGill of $500,000/ Had there not 
been any fee increase, the deficit would have 
been approximately $250,000 greater. The 
answer to future increases in expenditures, if 
any, is not more fee increases but probably 
larger grants from the federal government. 
It is worthy to remember that Dr. James lias 
long been a strong supporter of the principle 
of federal aid to higher education. 

In his report Dr. James includes a few 
comments on the Union and the Students' 
Society. Commenting on the present accomo- 
dation in the Union, Dr. James agrees with 
students that something should be done to 
alleviate the situation that exists today and 
says that "the accomodtaion that seemed 
generous forty years ago is not adequate to 
serve the needs of a more active student body 
three times as large." 

Though Dr. James concerns, his, remarks 
mainly with the Union, he eloquently de- 
scribes; the happy relationship between stu-

The Curious Savage 



Last Thursday evening, The 
Montreal Repertory Theatre gavé 
its first performance of 'The 
Curious Savage," a delightfully 
funny play with 'lines' and witty 
sayings. An audience, if it were 
seeking nothing but a very amus- 
ing and entertaining evening, 
could have little to complain 
about If It witnessed the perfor- 
mance. The dialogue was liter- 
ally pregnant with smart 'turns' 
and witty replies.

Heimlich seems to have been in 
a hurry in most of the oils he 
shows. It looks very much as 
though he was' too rushed to think 
out the composition with the care 
it deserves, and what was pre- 
sumably Intended as a fine, free 
and relaxed brush technique is 
merely a bit sloppy. 

The series of exhibitions pre- 
tented by the Montreal Museum of 
Fine. Arts last year featuring the 
work of local artists Is, a bit be- 
latedly, being resumed this year, 
At present jewelry by Georges Del 
rue and Ceramics by Louis Arch- 
ambault are being featured. Del' 
rue's offerings are rings, earrings, 
pins and necklaces. : His craftsman 
ship is superb, and his designs 
good, but just a trifle forced. I like 
especially his handling of flat gold 
surfaces. 

Archambault's ceramics give the 
same feeling of being forced. Here 
are forms intended to be primitive 
and simple, derived from 'native' 
inspirations. Archambault, how- 
ever, has a sophisticated mind, and 
It keeps - showing through. The 
carelessness Is a bit too studied, 
the 'accidental' forms a bit too 
planned. The massive thlck-wallod 
construction which cults the large 
Jari so .well, renders the platters 
clumsy. 

The showing of Masterprlnts 
from the National Gallery Collec 
tion continues until Dec. 2. Don't 
miss this exquisite selection of etch 
ings. engravings and litographs by 
the greatest exponents of the craft. 
This Is a rare opportunity. The 
Montreal Museum of Fine Arts is 
on Sherbrooke St. W., near 'Bishop. 
I attended the annual meeting of 
icum last Thursday and was 
to learn the extent of fi- 
nancial support granted to the only 
public art gallery, in town by the 
city fathers. Ten thousand dollars 
ladies and gentlemen, is all that 
this thriving metropolis of well 
over a million can'afford. .This 'Is 
less than one cent per person, and 
this ir double the grant of the pre 
vious year. The provincial govern 
ment contributes the princely sum 
of 33,000. 

The museum is thus dependent on 
the munificence of a group of 
wealthy donors who are fifty years, 
at least, behind the times in their 
taste. They act, incidentally, as 
though they wanted to keep the 
place as a private rich man's club. 

Samuel Butler wrote a famous 
ss'lrlcal 'Psalm of Montreal' when 
he visited the City In the lSSO's and 
was horror-struck at the • crass 
commercialism and. lark of culture 
ot the Inhabitants of that day. '

The first specimens of drama- 
tic writing in the United States 
of America, reflecting the tastes 
and tendencies of colonial and 
revolutionary life, showed defi- 
nite English, with now and then 
suggestions of Teutonic Influ- 
ences. They were all imitative. 
Gradually, however, In the late 
nineteenth century, the Amer- 
ican drama began to move on 
feet ot its own instead of rely- 
ing almost entirely upon foreign 
crutches. The mechanics of the 
American' stage were revolution- 
ized and a new order of play- 
wrights grew up. These men 
were the stems from which the 
present-day American drama took 
flower, a drsma that has begun 
In certain of its phases to repay 
to Europe its long-standing debt, 
and to repay that debt with a 
measure, ot brilliance. 

One of the foremost figures of 
the modern American stage Is 
Eugene O'Neill, whose play "Ah 
Wilderness" Is to be presented 
"cGlil.InthJs.ndln

other of his more notable works, 
he, shows a genuine dramatic 
force of extreme literary merit 
AU his plays, because of a 
marked Individualism, a sweeping 
eloquence, and a devastating 
Irony, call for the scrutiny of 
serious criticism. 

Eugene Gladstone O'Neill was 
born in New York city, on Oct; 
ober 16, 1888, to a family well- 
known In artistic circles. His 
childhood was influenced partly 
by his Roman Catholic schooling 
and partly by the example of his 
actor father. He attended Prince- 
ton University for one year and 
left still, undecided as to his 
future career. He worked as a 
sailor and as an actor, dabbled 
In commerce and In journalism, 
until finally his active existence 
undermined his health and he 
was ordered to a sanatarium for 
tuberculosis. It is hère that he 



began organizing his crowded 
experiences and impressions and 
it is to this slow period of recu- 
peration that we owe the forma- 
tion ot the Ideas upon which t 
O'Neill based all his dreamt. 

Three times Eugene O'Neill has' 
been awarded the Pulitzer Prize: ' 
in 1920 for his play "Beyond the- 
Horizon," in 1922 for "Anna 
Christie"; and In 1928 for 
'.'Strange 1 Interlude." To this 
period' belong also "The Hairy 
Ape," "Desire Under the Elms," - 
and "AH God's Chtllun's 'Got 
Wings." 'Competition from talk- • 
Ing pictures and general econ- 
omic depression combined to re- 
duce patronage of the légitimât* 
theatre for several years aiter 
1029 and consequently, perhaps, ' 
the Incentive to writers of good 
plays. During these years, h6w- 
ever, O'Neill produced tws of his ' 
most famous dramas: "Mourning' 
Becomes Electra" (1931) and "Ah, 
Wilderness!" (1932). 

With each play the fame el 
Eugene O'Neill grows steadily.. 
He has become not only the 
greatest pr&scnt-day American 
dramatist but also an important 
figure In literary circles through- 
out the world. His reputation was 
firmly established when in 1938 
he won the highest honor to 
which a writer can aspire— the 
Nobel prize for literature. In the . 
United States his name Is fami- 
liar to everyone, especially since 
the Pulitzer prize phenomenon 
in 1948. In that year the Pulitzer 
prize committee refused to be- . 
stow Its annual award on any. 
play, with the implication that 
nothing meriting the prize had . 
seen production. The New York 
Drama Critics Circle decided to .. 
give its accolade to Arthur Mil- 
ler's "All My Sons," while many 
critics throughout the United 
Stales expressed the opinion that 
O'Neill's "The Iceman Cometh'* . 
clearly deserved it.

well. 

Across the border, two of the 
top football powers in the coun- 
try — Tennessee and Princeton 
rode roughshod over their op- 
ponents using this 'power' foot- 
ball with several variations. 
FAVORS 8PECTATOIIS 
From the standpoint of the 
Spectator, this return to the 'old 
days' is a welcome one. Whereas, 
in the T the ball Is hidden until 
the play unfolds and their is a 
great deal of deception — both 
tor the opposing team and for the 
fana in the stands — the single 




and double wing afford the spec- 
tator a clear view of the pigskin 
at all times. Deception is sacri- 
ficed for the sake of speed and 
power. 

Why have these formations re- 
turned^ and why are they so suc- 
cessful now? One answer that 
has been put forth is as follows: 
Coaches have been so preoccu- 
pied trying to defend against the 
expected T attack that they 
are unprepared for a single or 
double wing onslaught.
